EXAMINER STATEMENT 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendment filed on 03/1 6/201 0 and 
supplemental amendment filed on 04/21/2010 and interviews dated 04/08/2010 and 
04/09/2010. Of the original claims 1-45, claims 17, 18, 31, 35, 38-39, 43 and 45 have 
been amended, and claims 1-16, 20, 36-37 and 40-42 have been canceled by 
applicant's amendment. Therefore, claims 17-19, 21-35, 38-39 and 43-45 are under 
consideration for prosecution of this application. 

Summary of this Office Action 

2. Applicants' arguments filed on 03/1 6/201 0 have been fully considered, and 
discussed in the next section below, are deemed to be persuasive. Therefore, claims 
17-19, 21-35, 38-39 and 43-45 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, 
and applicants' request for allowance is respectfully granted. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. With regards to claim 17, the prior art of records does neither anticipate nor 
render obvious, inter alia, as a whole, the uniquely patentable feature of :" generating a 
composite attractiveness score and composite mitigation score based on the feedback, 
generating a composite product score based on difference between the composite 
attractiveness score and the composite mitigation score for an age group and outputting 
the composite product score to be used at least in part to change a design criteria of the 
product " in a computer-implemented method for assessing product risk. 
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The reasons for allowance for all the other independent claims and dependent 
claims are the same as set forth for claim 17 above because they all include 
same/similar limitation indicated above for the reasons for allowance. 

Discussion of Cited Prior Art 

4. The applicant's remarks filed in response dated March 16, 2010, see pages 15- 
17 are persuasive and compelling that the cited prior art of non-patent literature of JD 
Power Associate Report and patent/patent publication of Fleming (U.S. Patent No. 
6.449.766) . Abelow (U.S. Patent No. 5.999.908) and Goddard (U.S. Pub No. 
2005/0086530) do neither disclose nor renders obvious the unique features as listed 
above.
